District Is Formed 


At the regular meeting of the City Board of 


Directors on January 25th, an ordinance was 
passed creating Sewer Improvement District 
No. 5. The new district includes the area north of 
Dairy Street on each side of Highway 29 north of 
aiterstate 30.

for the third time in 22 years.

Sub-zero temperatures and

Olympia, Wash., 60 miles 
south of Seattle, reported 20 
inches of snow Tuesday, and 
wind gusts as high as (5 miles 
per hour hit Bellingham, Wash.

gusty winds whipped up clouds 
of dust. 


On the East Coast, gale force

WASHINGTON (AP) - Se- 


cret Service agents are ex- 
pected to begin guarding presi- 
dential candidates early next 
month, with at least eight of 
the 1972 entries likely to be of- 
fered federal bodyguards. 


A panel assigned to decide 


which candidates are entitled to 
get protection is scheduled to 
meet Thursday. 


The law provides for protec- 


tion of major candidates for 
president and vice president 
unless they decline it. 


The commission must figure 


out how to determine who in 
the crowded 1972 field are the 
major candidates. 


At 
preliminary 
sessions, 


aides to commission members 
have agreed generally that the 
national public-opinion polls 
should be the basis for initial 
selection of candidates to pro- 
tect. 


The problem is to set a min- 


imum standing in those polls as 
the criterion for major candida- 
cy, and that is expected to be a 
major topic Thursday. 


The 
commission 
members 


are Sens. Mike Mansfield, D- 
Mont., and Hugh Scott, R-Pa., 
the majority and minority lead- 
ers; Speaker of the House Carl 
Albert, Republican Leader Ger- 
ald R. Ford, and former Sen. 
Thomas Kuchel of California, a 
public member chosen by the 
other panelists. 


The goal of the panel is to 


begin coverage by Feb. 1 or 
Feb. 7. The first presidential 
primary election is in New 
Hampshire on March 7. 


One source said a standard 


almost certainly would be set 
to cover such entries as Sen. 
George McGovern of South Da- 
kota, who has been campaign- 
ing for more than a year but 
still is near the bottom of the 
Democratic ranking in public- 
opinion polls. 


In addition, it was under- 


stood, there will be a more gen- 


eral category to cover entries 
who are not counted by such 
polls, but obviously are major 
candidates, such as Alabama 
Gov. George C. Wallace. 


This category also would cov- 


er Sen. Edward M. Kennedy of 
Massachusetts, who ranks high 
in the polls but insists he will 
not be a 1972 candidate. 


In addition, the commission 


will have to decide whether the 
two Republicans challenging 
President Nixon in the presi- 
dential primaries, Reps. John 
M. Ashbrook of Ohio and Paul 
N. McCloskey of California, 
should receive coverage. 


Sens. Edmund S. Muskie of 


Maine and Hubert H. Humph- 
rey of Minnesota are certain to 
be offered protection, whatever 
standard is set. 


Muskie tops the Democratic 


polls, followed by Kennedy and 
Humphrey. 


Trailing them in the current 


surveys but likely prospects for 
offers of protection are New 
York Mayor John V. Lindsay, 
McGovern, former Sen. Eugene 
J. McCarthy and Sen. Henry M. 
Jackson of Washington.

Dies at 94 
MESA, Ariz. (AP) — Former 


Sen. Carl T. Hayden, whose 
nearly 57 years of representing 
Arizona in Congress was the 
longest congressional term in 
the nation's history, is dead at 
94. 


Hayden, a Democrat, had 


been hospitalized here since 
Dec. 30 for dehydration. He 
slipped into a coma Saturday 
and died Tuesday night. 


The son of an Arizona pio- 


neer, he was elected to the 
House of Representatives when 
Arizona was admitted to the 
union in 1912. He served six 
terms, was elected to the Sen- 
ate and remained there until 
his retirement in late 1968. 


Hayden became chairman of 


the Appropriations Committee 
and was elected Senate presi- 
dent pro-tempore. 


Although rated by his col- 


leagues as one of the most adr- 
oit men in the Senate, Hayden 
was rarely in the headlines. 


"When I came to Congress," 


he once told an interviewer, 
"an old hand told me I could 
play for the headlines and be a 
show horse, or I could buckle 
down and be a work horse." 


Irrigation, reclamation, high- 


ways and silver were the par- 
ticular interests of Hayden in 
both the House and Senate. 


His greatest triumph came 


near the end of his career when 
Congress approved the Central 
Arizona project, an estimated 
$1 billion undertaking to bring 
water from the Colorado River 
along Arizona's western border 
through a massive system of 
canals, reservoirs and tunnels 
into the desert interior.

2. If you start to build a 
replacement residence either 
before the sale of the old or 
within one y e a r after the 
sale and o c c u p y the new 
residence within 18 months 
after the sale of the former 
home. 
If either of t h e s e two 


tests is met, gain is recog- 
nized only to the extent the 
adjusted sales price of the 
old residence exceeds the 
cost of the new one.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


fense Secretary Melvin R. 
l^aird, beseeching Congress for 
an extra $254.8 million this 
year, has revived a 10-year-old 
fear about Soviet weapons de- 
velopment. 


The source of concern, Laird 


said Tuesday in testimony be- 
fore the House Armed Services 
Committee, is "etetromagnetic 
pulse" which he descibed as po- 
tentially capable of paralyzing 
U.S. missiles. 


Weapons specialists have ex- 


plained that big nuclear ex- 
plosions 
can 
release 
elec- 


tromagnetic surges which trav- 
el through the atomosphere and 
produce sort of a short circuit 
in electronic components such 
as those controlling U.S. mis- 
siles and antimissile weapons. 


Fears 
about 
the 
elec- 


tromagnetic pheonomenon were 
first voiced by electronics ex- 
perts a decade ago. U.S. stud- 
ies of new Soviet warheads 
show the danger has escalated, 
Laird hinted at a news confer- 
ence following his closed ses- 
sion with the committee. He 
would not elaborate on details 
of such a threat. 


He said the supplemental ap- 


propriation he seeks would deal 
with the problem. The request 
includes $113.8 million to buy 
four Boeing 747 aircraft for an 
advanced 
airborne-command- 


post program, $89.4 million for 
research and development, and

Recycled Newsprint 
Is Now Being Used 


CHICAGO (AP) - Field En- 


terprises, Inc., is putting fresh 
news in yesterday's paper. 


Tuesday's edition of Fields' 


Chicago Sun-Times was printed 
in its entirety on paper recy- 
cled at a plant in suburban Al- 
sip. Fields' Chicago Daily News 
will be completely printed on 
recycle paper next Tuesday. 


Spokesmen for Fields laid 


the publication of an entire edi- 
tion on recycle paper was a 
first in the nation. They Mid 
recycled paper will be used on 
a regular basis for up to SO per 
cent of the daily press runs of 
both papers. 


Fields, which owns the rec- 


ycling mill Jointly with Garden 
State Paper Co., said recycling 
there annually conserves 1.5 
million trees. The mills is 
used exclusively for reclaiming 
old newspapers and turning 
them into rolls of paper to 
make new ones. 


Waste paper is delivered to 


the plant in bales and dumped 
onto a floor on the receiving 


deck to sort out gloss)- paper 
magazines, which are accept- 
able only in small quantities. 


Fork-lift trucks that brought 


in the bales then bulldoze the 
sorted paper into a huge square 
bin that carries it to a whirling 
container known as a batch-pul- 
per. 


The paper is reduced and al- 


most completely de-inked under 
a flood of water and secret 
chemicals, the spokesman said. 


The pulp passes through cyl- 


inders that remove staples, pa- 
perclips and other foreign ob- 
jects. The ink remaining from 
the first treatment is then 
pressed out and filtered away 
to sewers. 


The pulp is washed once 


more, refined and washed 
again until it resembles a por- 
ridge that is 4 per cent fiber 
and 96 per cent water. 


This ratio is changed to 0.5 


per cent fiber and 99.5 per cent 
water by inundating the so- 
called porridge with 15,000 gal- 
lons of water per minute.

Dear Dr. Lamb - I just 


love eating tomatoes witn 
sugar and my friend insists 
on eating them with salt and 
pepper. She says that way 
they don't harm you. We are 
in our 60s. She also salts her 
food at the table and says 
salt is good for you. I always 
thought too much salt would 
cause hardening of the arter- 
ies. Am I right? 


Dear Reader-The toma- 


toes won't harm you even if 
you eat them without any 
thing. They are an excellent 
source of vitamins A and C. 
It is hard to imagine that 
this valuable food was once 
considered a poison and was 
included with plants of the 
deadly nightshade family. 


Adding sugar merely adds 


calories. If you n e e d to 
watch your calories perhaps 
you should use something 
else for seasoning. 


Salt is a natural substance 


in the body. When the body 
is n o r m a l and functions 
properly any excess salt you 
use, within reason, is elimi- 
nated through the kidneys. 
There is no evidence that 
salt in the amounts used for 
eating can or d o e s cause 
hardening of the arteries in 
man. 


Salt can be harmful for 


people who retain excess 
fluid, such as in heart fail- 
ure or liver d i s e a s e . It 
should a l s o be limited in 
people who have high blood 
pressure. With the exception 
of people with these medical 
problems, salt can be used. 
Incidentally there is a rea- 


sonable amount of salt nat- 
urally occurring in many 
foods, including meat, milk 
and vegetables. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — Would 


you comment on this prob- 
lem? A woman has pain in 
her breast and irregular per- 
iods. She tells the doctor this 
and when she is examined 
he puts the stethoscope to 
her back and chest without 
even removing her bra, and 
says it is probably muscle 
spasm and dismisses her. 


Do you think doctors are 


too busy to really take care 
of a patient? Do you think 
she should consult another 
doctor? This woman is hesi- 
tant to see another doctor 
for fear of making a fool of 
herself. 


Dear Reader—Doctors are 


people. They make mistakes 
or can be preoccupied and 
not do something obvious 
that they should do. I think 
if a person is unhappy with 
his doctor he should tell him 
so, and why. If the situation 
doesn't resolve itself, then 
go to a new doctor. 


A doctor should examine
